LATER CLAIMS WAIVED. 

After three weeks of negotiations. 
the basis upon which the rallroad@ 
claims would be quickly met, was 
said to have been reached through 
the roads acceding to the adminis- 
tration’s request to waive claims for 
“Inefficiency of labor,’* in work done 
on the lines by the government be- 
fore returning them to private con- 
trol. In waiving such claims, how- 
ever, it was declared, the right of 
any of the roads to sue on them in 
the courts would not be affected in 
the event of a failure of settlement. 

The administration's position dur- 


ing the negotiations with the car- |. 


riers was declared to have been 
that the roads ought to facilitate set- 
tlement without considering what 
the government regarded as extrava- 
gant claims for efficiency of labor. 
Only theese claims, it was asserted, 
were in dispute, and so far the rail- 
road administration has refused, with 
the approval of the President. to 
make any adjustments on that basis. 
WANT FAIR PLAY. 

On the other hand the administra- 
tion felt, it was asserted, that the 
government had not been fair to the 
railroads and should give them what 
was rightfully theirs. At the same 
time it was desirable to facilitate 
settlement of the railroad problem 
which would enable the closing of 
the railroad administration, an ex- 
pensive government agency.

A bill has been introduced in the 
House of Representatives, for in- 
stance, which would prohibit Fed- 
eral reservé banks from charging 
member banks, in any transaction 
with them, a greater rate of interest 
than 5 per cent per annum. The 
passage of this bill would aulomat- 
ically deprive the Federal reserve 


1| banks of the power they now possess 


for controlling inflation. The inev- 
itable ang would be to recreate 
conditions under which money panics 
might be precipitated, and one of 
the chief purposes for which the 
Federal reserve system was d 
is the such panics. 
Likewise, it been pruposed to 
amend the Federal Reserve Act, with 
a view to restricting the cuthority 
of the Federal Reserve Bocrd, in 
curtailing. credit. Such an arbitrary 
legal regulation would be fraught 
with possibilities for mischief, and 
worse. The advance notice of a 
forthcoming restriction upon eligible 
paper, under conditions which this 
proposed amendment wouid create, 
would induce a rush of demands 
upon the member banks for credit 
acco odations. Prospective ber- 
rowers would wish to obtain accom- 
modations béfore the _ restriction 
would become effective. Instead of 
aiding in a etabilization of credit 
conditions, therefore, the effect of 
such an amendment would be to 
weaken the Federa] reserve system 
as a preventive of financial panics. 
RESERVE ACT PROVIDENTIAL. 
Whatever its shortcomings, the 
Federal Reserve Act has proved to 
be providential for the United States. 
It provided a banking system which 
was strong enough to withstand the 
greatest credit strain ever experi- 
enced in this country, and which 
not only suvcessfully functioned dur- 
ing the dangerous inflation period. 


but also has subsequently met the 
acid test of the even more dan- 
serous deflation period, with equal 
success. It cannot continue to ope- 
rate so helpfully, if in every detail, 
the power of the Federal Reserve 
Board to regulate credit,.is minute- 
ly prescribed by law, 

Numerous efforts have been 4i- 
rected also in recent weeks, in and 
out of Congress, toward the provi- 
sion of additional farm credit. 
There is cause for gratification in 
the fact that definite progress has 
been recorded in the ee 
machinery of a private nature, for 
this purpose, with corresponding 
less¢ning of the probability of fur- 
ther reliance upon direct govern- 
mental activity.

The favor- 
able response which bankers have 
given to the suggestion that they 
organize the necessary machinery 
for providing additional credit ac- 
commodations to live-stock grow- 
ers, is evidence that private sources 
of credit may be made adequate to 
meet the demonstrated anode.
